ONE DESIRABLE INDUSTRY 


The joint industries committee of the 
city is tackling something very practical 
in sending a delegation to Ottawa to urge | 
that the National Railway facilities in Ed- 
monton for the maintenance and repair of 
rolling stock shall be increased. More 
railways meet at Edmonton than at any 
other western point excepting Winnipeg. 
This city should be the site of large shops 
in which the equipment of these converg- 
ing lines could be kept in repair. 

It is claimed that repair work now sent 
to Winnipeg from the lines in central and 
northern Alberta would make a difference 
of $1,800,000 in Edmonton's pay roll per 
vear if the work were done here. With the 
extensive railway construction planned 
for the north country, the loss to Edmon- 
ton will be correspondingly larger if the 
present conditions continue.

SEED TIME IN P BAC FE RIVER 


As usual, seeding operations are re- 
ported to be as far advanced in the Peace 
River territory as elsewhere in the west; 
farther than in some districts in the long- 
settled parts of the prairies, Latitude in 
the west is no sure index to the earliness 
of seeding and harvest times. In point of 
fact Peace River farmers frequently have 
their grain in stook long before the bind- 
| ers have ceased to hum in sections hun- 
dreds of miles farther south. 
| For the matter of that, the notion that 
| Peace River is a far northerly area is mis- 
| leading. Grande Prairie is not much far- 
ther north of Edmonton than Edmonton 
is north of Red Deer. In neither case are 
‘limatie conditions adversely affected by 
he higher latitude. Peace River people 
| even claim that their winters are milder 
and their summers more favorable than 
along the Saskatchewan, and they can 
cite a good many instances to prove the 
claim, In strict accuracy, Peace River is 
in central Alberta, not northern Alberta.

No 
city in the west is so well situated to do so. 
With a limitless supply of the cheapest 
coal available to any western city, Edmon- 
ton light and power users should be able 
to buy current for less money than resi- 
dents of any other city in this province or 
Saskatchewan. If the present city coun- 


cil cannot settle the power question on that 
basis, then what Edmonton needs is a dif- 
ferent kind of a city council.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Question: Mrs. 5, 8S. writes: “For 
the last three years my husband has 
been in the hospital suffering from 
tuberculosis, My little boy was born| 
three weeks before my husband went 
to the hospital. That was my first 
knowledge that he had tuberculosis 
Now, what chance has my boy? Will 
he inherit the disease, or how can I! 
care for him so that he will be saved 
from it?” 

Answer: The tendency toward 
tuberculosis may be Inherited, but 
it is not considered that the dis- 
case, itself, can be transmitted in 
this manner, except in’ very rare 
cases. If your little boy is Jed upon 
a well balanced diet, allowed plenty 
of sleep, and perhaps given sun 
baths, there is not much danger of 
his contracting this disease. I be- 
lieve that it is quite easy for one to 
avold contracting this disease by 
the proper hygienic measures, 

Question: Mrs, J. ©, writes: “TI 
missed your article stating what Sal- 
isbury steak was and why it was su- 
nerior to hamburger, etc, How ts tt 
prepared? I am learning much from 
vour column each day.” 

Answer: Salisbury steak is made 
by grinding only the red, lean part 
of round steak after having removed 
all gristle and fat. This may seem 
similar to hamburger steak, but it ts 
really more palatable, and more 
easy to digest; tt has an entirely 
different flavor than when the fat 
is included, Allow three-quarters of 
4“ pound for each person served 
when purchasing the steak, After 
grinding the meat, press flat into 
an ungreased cake tin to a depth of 
about one inch, and place in a hot 
oven for about five minutes, after 
which time turn down the fire. A 
tasty addition is made by grinding 
parsley or spinach with the meat. Do 
not season until ready to serve, then 
use only a small amount of salt,
